CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—The beginning 
of the 10th week of the country-wide 
strike of the railway shopmen found 
5,500 United States marshals mobi- 
lized to uphold the drastic temporary 
injunction obtained hy the govern- 
ment on Friday to prevent lawless 
violence and keep the nation's trans- 
portation machine running. 
From Chicago, as a center of rail- 
road activities, was directed the work 
of enforcing the injunction pending 
the hearing to make it permanent on 
September 11. A mass of complaints 
and" allegations of conspiracy and at- 
tempts to ruin property and jeopard- 
ize life -were being collected today for 
the use of Attorney General Daugh- 
erty in support of his application to 
make the injunction permanent. 
It 
will not be alleged that the strikers 
are guilty- in most of the outbreaks of 
violence reported, but the govern- 
ment, it was said, will maintain that 
actions of the' strikers or strike lead- 
ers caused the violence. 
Extra forces of deputies have been 
sworn in by United States 
Marshal 
Robert R. Levy and are being dis- 
patched to railroad shops and termi- 
nals to watch fof acts forbidden by 
Jie order handed down by Federal 
Judge Wilkerson. A thousand writs 
were prepared in the federal building 
and sent to all parts of the country 
for service on the labor leaders named 
n the injunction. B. M. Jewell, head 
of the shopmen, could not be found, 
and it .was reported he was. in the 
east: JohjKSeott. secretary of the 
shopmen, remained at his desk at the 
union headquarters. 
"I haven't violated any law," he 
said. 
"This organization never did 
sanction or condone violence.. But 
we are going to carry on the work 
of the organization without fear or 
tremor, and I don't believe the in- 
unction is intended to restrain us 
from so doing."

NEW TORK. Sept. 4.—D«Y«lop- 
Rienta in tht eoal and railroad situa- 
tions and anticipation* on the nature 
of fall trade havs occupied the center 
of the business stage do.me the past 
week. 


Car loading figures indicate that soft 
coal production la rapidly returning 
to normal, ot to distinctly encouraging 
levels. 
Thus incomplete figures sug- 
gest that the total output 
for 
the 
week will run well over 9,000,000 tons, 
or. perhaps, close to 10,000,000 tons 
This rate compares favorably with 
normal weekly averages. 
Reports on the general movement of 
railroad traffic show that recent rates

year, are being maintained.

loadings for the week ended August 
19, the latest for which figures are 
available, are 869.000 cars which rep- 
resents an increase of 8,639 over the 
preceding week and 41.072 over the 
same week a year ago.

Watson in 1920, Jias been accused by 
the senator of having "broken faith" 
with his constituents, while Mr. Wal- 
ker has the support of Mr. Watson, 
who opposed him in the last race. 
Spokesmen for Senator Watson have 
charged that the governor has enter- 
ed into an alignment of forces with 
former Senator Hoke Smith, who was 
defeated by Mr. Watson in 1920, with 
the ciew of capturing for themselves 
the seats IP the United States Senate 
now held by Senator William J. Har- 
ris and Mr. Watsop.

Urges Economy 


TOKIG, Sept. 2. — Speaking at th« 


first conference of local governors 
sjne* his assumption of the premier- 
ship, Admiral Baron Kato, explained 
the steps t^ken by the Cabinet to 
bring about economical recovery and 
urged local authorities and individuals 
to practice economy. He said: 
"The Washington conference has 


created an Depoch In the werJ4 situa- 
tion. 
Tlift powers of Europe and 
America at uresent ar« making strenu- 
ous ^efforts for the recovery of their 
economic stability and particular ef- 
forts are center**? upon the develop- 
ment of industries and further ad- 
vanc*ment of civilization and cyHure. 
I think the empire a{ this critical mo- 
ment rnust readjust her economic con-- 
dition and strive for the consolidation 
and replenishment of her national 
strength meanwhile taking measures 
for promoting national education and 
of national industry. 
The government has decided to car- 
ry out an administrative and financial 
adjustment to eeonomiz4 and curtail 
the state expenditure, apart from ef- 
fecting the reduction of navy arma- 
rnent and also of land forces abiding 
by the spirit of the decisions of th,e 
Washington conference . It is very
